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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
1 , 2008 has been entered. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2, 4-5 and 7-48 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection necessitated by 
amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 . Claims 2 and 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. As to claim 2, it is unclear when the "second 
illumination" occurs since both the "first" and "second" illumination occur when the 
system is operating normally. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 1 -2, 4, 8, 1 3, 1 9, 21 , 25, 36, 40-41 and 43 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Powers et al. (US 5,800,460). Powers et al. 
discloses an external defibrillator system with a battery that performs automatic self- 
tests without requiring user intervention. The external defibrillator has defibrillation 
circuitry, as well as a switching mechanism 1 10 to regulate the energy output or energy 
flow. Furthermore, the switching mechanism is capable of putting the system into an 
operational mode or a stand-by mode. 

In addition the external defibrillator has a visual display 58 which displays an "ok" 
symbol is the system is okay for operation and a "not" symbol with the "ok" when it is 
insufficient for operation. Thus, the examiner considers the illuminated "ok" to be the 
active status indicator. Also, an audible tone or buzzer may be emmited in conjunction 
with the "not" symbol. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person liaving ordinary skill in tlie art to wliicli said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-5 and 7-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Olson et al. (US 
5,792,190). Olson et al. discloses an automated external defibrillator (AED) having a 
case, processor, a battery pack, a speaker a rescue switch 18 and active status indictor, 
indicator 20. The external defibrillation system executes both a lid opened self test as 
well as a lid closed self test. The lid closed self test is preformed "in a manner identical" 
to the lid opened self test. Thus, when the lid opened self test is complete and there are 
no errors, the system switches the maintenance indicator to an operational state, i.e. the 
indicator turns a black color (col. 6, lines 20-23). Therefore, once the closed lid self test 
is commenced and there are no errors, it can be concluded that the maintenance 
indicator would also turn a black color. 

In the alternative, although the examiner considers Olson et al. to disclose an 
active status indicator to illuminate in the "standby" or "ready state", it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
program the status indicator to display when the system is in "stand-by" or "ready" mode 
in order to provide the predictable results of enabling the user to see if the system is in 
full working order and ready for use before touching or attempting to use the system. 

As to claims 10-12, 16-18, 22-24, 30-32, 42, 44, 46 and 48, Olson et al. discloses 
the claimed invention except for the blinking LEDs. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
indicators as taught by Olson et al. with blinking LEDs since it was known in the art to 
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employ blinking LEDs to provide the predictable results of drawing attention to the 
medical device's operational state. For example, blinking LEDs can be employed when 
a machine is in the process of dispensing therapy or recharging. 

2. Claims 7, 1 0-11 , 1 6-1 7, 22-23, 30-31 , 37-39, 42, 44, 46 and 48 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Powers et al. (US 5,800,460). 
Powers et al. discloses the device except the blinking LEDs or different types of 
illuminations. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the indicators as taught by Powers et al. with 
blinking LEDs since it was known in the art to employ blinking LEDs to provide the 
predictable results of drawing attention to the medical device's operational state. For 
example, blinking LEDs can be employed when a machine is in the process of 
dispensing therapy or recharging. 

As to claim 7, Powers et al. discloses the claimed invention except for second 
processor. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include a second processor, since it has been held that mere 
duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. 
St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8 (see MPEP 2144.04). 

Furthermore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the the one processor with two processors 
since it was known in the art that two processor provide the predictable results of 
decreasing processing time as well as function as a back-up to the first processor.
